Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
1948.  The  year  saw  a  great  social  change  with  the  coming  into 
force  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  In  so  far  as  it 
affects  your  authority  this  measure  has  involved  the  transfer  of 
Welfare  Services  to  County  Council  administration. 

The  vital  statistics  must  be  viewed  with  very  qualified  satis¬ 
faction.  The  birth  rate  was  higher  and  the  death  rate  lower  than 
the  corresponding  rates  for  the  rest  of  the  country  but  infantile 
mortality  was  high  and,  considering  the  number  of  deaths  in  this 
group  due  to  respiratory  illness,  I  feel  that  this  must  be  related  to 
the  deplorable  housing  conditions  in  which  so  many  of  the  people 
have  to  live. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  been  rendered  difficult  by 
inexperience  and  lack  of  continuity  resulting  from  frequent 
changes  of  clerical  staff. 

I  should  like  to  offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
the  staff  of  the  department  and  to  the  other  officials  for  their  co¬ 
operation  and  assistance  during  my  inital  year  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.

MATERNITY  &  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  came  into  force  on 
5th  July,  1948.  Part  III  of  the  Act  involved  the  transfer  of 
Welfare  Services  with  personnel  engaged  in  those  Services  to 
County  Council  administration.  Information  given  in  respect 
of  these  services  relates  to  the  first  six  months  of  the  year. 

VACCINATION  &  IMMUNISATION. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  imposed  the  duty 
on  the  local  health  authority — in  this  area  the  Countv  Council 
— of  making  arrangements  for  vaccination  against  smallpox  and 
immunisation  against  diphtheria.  Your  Council  have  agreed 
with  the  proposal  of  the  Notts.  County  Council  to  utilise  the 
services  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  carrying  out  these 
arrangements. 

Figures  shown  in  connection  with  diphtheria  immunisation 
relate  to  the  12  months  period. 

’LABORATORY  SERVICE. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  established  a  lab¬ 
oratory  at  Amberley  Street,  Nottingham  under  the  direction  of 
I)r.  G.  B  Ludlam,  during  the  year.  The  services  of  this  lab¬ 
oratory  have  been  freelv  utilised  and  have  been  of  the  greatest 
value. 


HOSPITALS. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  have  been  taken  over  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  as  from  5'th  July,  1948.  Practitioners 
have  been  informed  by  the  Board  that  the  .Medical  Offic  (  i  of 
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Health  will  advise;  with  regard  to  the  admission  to  hospital  of 
uncomplicated  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough,  measles 
etc.  Statutory  provisions  with  regard  to  notification  of  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  remain  unchanged.

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SANITARY  INSPECTOR  S  REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse 

Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector  to  submit,  in 
conjunction  with  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
details  of  the  work  carried  out  under  the  several  Acts,  Orders, 
Regulations  and  Byelaws  in  force  in  the  District. 

The  housing  problem  in  all  its  aspects  has  had  fullest

Dull  employment  in  the  building  trades  with  a 
consequent  shortage  of  labour  for  repair  work,  together  with 
the  continued  shortages  of  certain  materials  have  caused  con¬ 
siderable  delay  in  the  execution  of  repairs  and  more  Statutory 
action  nas  been  necessary.

RODENT  CONTROL 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919 
AND  THE  INFESTATION  ORDER,  1943. 


This  branch  of  the  department’s  work  has  continued  to 
develop  and  the  survey  of  surface  properties  commenced  last 
year  was  completed.  Where  infestations  were  discovered  the 
necessary  treatments  by  trapping,  gassing  or  poisoning  were 
carried  out.  infestations  of  mice  were  found  to  be  greater  than 
rat  infestations,  this  caused  extra  work  as  mice  in  my  opinion 
are,  because  of  their  habits,  much  more  difficult  to  destroy 
than  rats. 

Major  infestations  at  the  sewage  works,  salvage  shed, 
refuse  tips  and  at  the  playing  fields,  where  tipping  of  refuse 
took  place  for  levelling  purposes,  were  all  dealt  with  and 
periodic  treatments  were  carried  out. 

Two  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year, 
one  in  April  and  one  in  November  and  the  result  shows  the 
infestation  to  be  very  slight. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  estimate  the  numbers 
killed,  but  the  following  table  shows  the  work  done.
